The pyramid system of plant- 
ing is the second solution to 
strawberry growing for the or- 
dinary gardener because it over- 
comes the usual obstacles of 
drainage and limited space.

Unless the soil is naturally sandy, 
sharp sand should be mixed with 
it to assure good drainage. 

The roots of strawberry plants 
should not be allowed to dry out 
during planting. Place them in 
a bucket partly filled with water 
and, if possible, 


plant on a cool 
rainy day or in the evening. For 
pyramids, make a hole six inches 
wide, six inches deep, and eight 
inches from the next hole for 
each plant; then set the plants, 
spreading out the roots in the 
hole so that the crown (the part 
just above the roots) is exactly 
level with the soil after it has 
been firmly pressed down around 
the roots. (If you're making a 
traditional strawberry bed. 


keep 
the rows two feet apart, and after 
planting, mulch the soil heavily 
with straw, working it around 
each plant close up to the crown.) 
After planting, keep the bed moist 
by giving it one slow, deep water- 
ing a week with a nozzleless hose 
during dry weather. Weed when 
necessary throughout the season. 
In June and early July, when the 
blossoms appear, pick them off 
ruthlessly but, after that, let the 
berries develop. 

After the first hard autumn 
freeze, cover the bed or pyramid 
for the winter with dry leaves or 
salt hay, held down with burlap, 
and you'll be assured of good 


berrying next summer.

pletely gone. The ceiling fe 
down in spots and one entire wall 
was crumbling. The plaster fell 
pieces when one walked acrom 
the floor. It was really a mess, 

First we called in a carpenter 
to fix the one corner of the hous 
where two sills were rotting away 
Then we tore down the dilapidat 
ed ceiling and broken plaster o@f 
the one wall. Imagine our sum 
prise when we discovered beauti- 
ful old paneling. Under the lay 
ers and layers of old, dirty walk 
paper I found lovely, old waim 
scoting and two tiny drawers built 
in the wall between two windows, 

In the window frame we found 
old shutters, paneled and made 
of solid plank. The floors are of 
wide boards, some as much as 
20 inches, and all the boards are 
two inches thick. 

We have discovered since that 
we have two rooms of that love 
ly old paneling. Its original cok 
or must have been olive green, 
The dining room is also pine 
paneling which runs horizontally 
across the wall. These boards are 
also two inches thick. The large 
beams in the house are very wide 
and tapered like the beams on @ 
ship.

GIVE YOUR GARDEN 
A JUMP ON SPRING 


By ESTHER C. GRAYSON 


Despite frozen ground and the snow flurries that remind us that 
winter is still a grim reality in most sections of the country, the 
garden you will enjoy in spring and summer can be started now, 
By launching your plants within the protection of your home and 
later transplanting the seedlings, you can have a garden that will 
bloom a month to six weeks earlier thaa if you were to wait to plant 
seed as usual in April or May. Not only are the young plants pro 
tected from the dangers of a sudden spring frost when they are 
started indoors, but they will grow faster under the carefully con 
trolled conditions that are made possible. Fluorescent lighting can 
he used to create artificial sunlight. and moisture maintained proper. 
ly indoors. In addition. correct temperatures and balanced soil 
mixtures, not to mention the greater safety from insect pests, are 
important horticultural considerations, far easier to realize within 


the sheltered confines of home. Here's how to start your seedlings, 


1. Scatter seeds evenly and not too thickly over the top of a 
flowerpot whieh has been filled nearly full with Ys garden loam, 

sand, and '% finely pulverized peat moss (after placing a few 
pieces of broken pot over the hole in the base to allow drainage 
without loss of soil). Sift a thin covering of sand or vermiculite 
over the seed and press surface of soil firmly with the flat bot 
tom of another pot. Label pots of seedlings for easy identification

Winter's nip may be still in the 
air, but spring planting-time isn’t 
far behind those bright catalogues 
that are arriving in your m ning 
mail. Before you succumb to their 
colorful, tempting offers. be sure 
you know exactly how you want 
to make your garden grow. 

Se plan before you plant. If 
your garde n space measures some- 
thing less than estate proportions 
(and it probably does) don't buy 
an experimental sampling of ev- 
erything pictured in the booklet, 
Limit your purchases to your plot. 
Be selective: pass up those hard- 
te-grow beauties if you're not 
equipped to handle them. If you've 
modestly underestimated — your 
abilities or “acreage.” there's al- 
ways another year for expansion, 

In the first glow of enthusiasm, 


many young gardeners fail to 


realize that seeds are small and 


that one packet holds enough to 
produce as many as fifty plants. 
Rare or extra-choice varieties are 
sometimes an exception to this 
general quantity rule, but ordi- 
narily what appears to be an un- 
pretentious supply is more than 
adequate. From humble begin- 
nings the average flower in your 
garden grows to surprising pro- 
portions. When the seedlings have 
sprung up, they must be re- 
planted with plenty of breathing 
space between them—-thus requir- 
ing more space than your initial 
estimate may have allowed. Vege- 
tables. too, have a tendency to 
“sprawl,” so check the catalogue 
for its advice on quantities re- 
quired to plant a given area. 
Your bargain-hunting instincts 
must be tempered along with your 


ambitions when it comes to buy- 


ing seeds and plants. The price 
differential between the good and 
the dubious is usually trifling, and 
for the sake of a few pennies your 
safest bet is buying from a relig 
ble firm. If you've gardened be 
fore. you probably have complete 
faith in one of your local dealers, 
If not, check with your neighbor 
before you spend your money 
The appearance of a company’s 
catalogue can also help you make 
your choice. It need not be a de 
luxe edition. but those issued by 
reputable companies never boast 


of wonder-working marvels at im 


credibly low prices. 


Very often good catalogues of 
fer “collections” at reduced unit 
prices. These may be excellent 
buys. provided, ef course, you 
will be able to use all of the items 
included in the offer. 

Seeds may be bought at any time 
of the year. and held until proper 
planting time, out-of-season 
buying is taboo when it comes to 
plants -bulbs, perennials. shrubs, 
ete. The expediency is easy to un 
derstand: they simply won't grew 
unless they are planted at spe 


cific times (depending on their 


variety )——usually spring or fall, 
One of the seemingly obvious 
pitfalls which many young gat 
deners fail to avoid is suitability, 
Precious dollars may be wasted, 
particularly for the more expen 
sive trees or shrubs. if those 
chosen turn out to be too large, 
or too small, for a particular spot. 
Certain flowers, plants, shrubs 
or trees flourish only in certain 
types of climates or soil.

NATIONAL HOMES’ new prefabricated model has many features asked for in LFYH’s building survey 
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* an example of the better mousetrap theory, the prefabricated 
home industry looms large. Since 1946 it has taken a position of importance 
in the building industry with 250,000 prefabricated homes to its credit, Last 
year its units represented an impressive 8 per cent of total home starts. These 
houses are not limited to any one region —plants in 30 states manufacture 
homes which are constructed by approximately 5.000 builder-dealers in 10 
states. What has accounted for the tremendous rise in the acceptance of the 
prefabricated house? First of all. the industry was, by its nature. geared to 
satisfy quickly part of the gigantic postwar housing shortage. Coupled with 
availability was the product itself. a structure in many cases superior in de- 
sign. materials and workmanship to what had been on the prefabricated 
market before. Many manufacturers of prefabricated houses have brought to 
the industry well-known engineers. architects and designers. absorbing most 
of this cost. passing on little in the unit price.

plants growing year-round in the sun are usually not made, how 
ever, until June or July, but most shrubs can be reproduced a few 
weeks after flowering, when the new growth has begun to hardem 

Various parts of mature plants can be utilized in this way, includ 
ing roots, bulbs, trailing runners, and even leaves. For present 


purposes, however, let’s stick to sections of their above-ground 
stems, which you can call slips if they are merely pulled loose from 
the parent plant, or cuttings if they are detached with a knife of 
other tool. For example, a small shoot pulled from the edge of a 
chrysanthemum clump would be a slip, while one cut from a rose 
branch would be a cutting. 

Every gardener has opportunities to secure such pieces from his 
own plants, and chances are the neighbors will gladly give him 
permission to take a few from other plants which catch his eye, 
Cuttings from nearly all the ornamental shrubs can be induced to 
form roots and grow, and many flowering perennials provide 
equally good cuttings or slips. You never can tell until you try 
them, but here is some know-how that will help you to start right 
and, as you gain experience, to attain better and better results, 

Since cuttings and slips have no roots of their own, a special 
method must be used to keep them alive and fresh during the several 
weeks it usually takes them to form some. A few cuttings, like 
pussywillow and geraniums, will root fairly well if you put them 
in a jar of clean water, with their leaves and three-fourths of their 
stems above the surface. Most cuttings, however, must be set firmly 
in a damp bed of mixed coarse sand and finely crumbled peat moss 
(50-50 mixture). Again, three-fourths of the stem should be above 
the surface, and the whole cutting should be covered with glass, 
providing constantly moist air to prevent stems and leaves from 
drying out. 

For only a half-dozen or so cuttings, a flowerpot covered with 
an inverted glass jar will serve as a container; for a larger number, 
it’s better to use a seed flat fitted with glass walls and top. high 
enough to reach above the longest cutting or slip. Holes for the 
escape of excess water should always be provided in the bottom of 
the container. In all cases, moisture condensing in drops on the 
inside of the glass indicates that the air is too moist and that a 
little ventilation is needed. Provide more ventilation, also, if signs 
of mold or mildew appear. 

The use of glass above the sand-peat level is essential in order 
to furnish the cuttings with ample light. Do not, however, put the 
closed rooting case in the sun, for then the inside temperature 
would rise disastrously. 

Both slips and cuttings are made from shoots formed during the 
growing season, and a great deal depends on the stage of their 
development at the time you take them. Time for taking “soft- 
wood” cuttings and slips is indicated when they will snap, rather 
than collapse weakly, if bent between the fingers. In the case of 
shrubs, you can use either sections from the middle portions of 


strong shoots, or their tips. If you are [Continued on page 136]

handling perennial flowers, you 
had better select main tips or side 
branches. In any case, avoid cut- 
tings or slips that carry either 
flower buds or open blossoms, as 
they generally fail. Shrub slips or 
cuttings should be about five 
inches long. Three inches is a 
good length for perennials and 
two inches for most rock plants. 
Garden annuals are not suitable 
for propagating in this way. 
Since slips are pulled loose 
rather than cut. they should be 
side branches in most cases. To 
take cuttings, use a sharp knife or 
razor blade. Slice the cutting off, 
a little slantwise, about a half- 
inch below a leaf joint. To shorten 
it to the right length. cut straight 
through the upper portion just 
above a leaf or pair of leaves. 
Most of the leaves should be left 
on soft-wood cuttings and slips, 
but it is customary to slice off any 
that would be below-ground when 
the stems are inserted in the root- 
ing material. A pencil can be used 
to make individual receiving holes 
of proper depth in the sand peat 
moss, spaced enough to keep the 
leaves of adjacent cuttings from 
touching. Be sure that the base of 
each cutting sets firmly against 


the bottom of its hole. and that the 
stem is vertical after you hay 
pressed the mixture tightly dow 
and against it on all sides, Th 
mixture should be kept thoroughly 
moist at all times, as wilting of 
the leaves would be fatal 

Renewed growth at the buds oe 
tips of your plant pieces is usually 
a sign that they have started 
root, Do not take them out, though, 
until each has several roots from 
one-half inch to an inch long, Thep 
plant them individually in small 
pots filled with good garden soil, 
set them in a light but shady place, 
and water them regularly. Whes 
they are well on their way toward 
becoming sturdy little plants they 
can come out of the pots and go 
into their permanent places in the 
garden, where regular watering 
should be continued for the rest of 
the season. 

Do not expect every slip or cut 
ting to root, for different kinds 
vary greatly and, even with the 
best of skill and conditions, some 
of them are sure to fail. You may 
find it well worth while to treat 
them, before they go into the sand 
peat moss mixture, with one of 
the rovot-inducing chemicals avail 


able in good garden-supply stores,

PUNISHMENT 
WITH A 
PURPOSE 


By JOAN MORRISON 


A ll children do things which re- 
quire punishment: sometimes out 
of ignorance of adult rules, some- 
times because the rules seem un- 
important to them, sometimes ap- 
parently out of utter willfulness. 
The mother who doesn't disci- 
pline her child because “I can't 
bear to make him miserable” isn't 
favor. Children 
must learn certain rules of be- 


doing him any 


havior or they will never grow up 
into happy, well-adjusted human 
beings. How they learn these rules 
is important. 

Our grandfathers practiced the 
dictum “spare the rod and spoil 
the child.” Physical punishment 
was their weapon and to some 
parents today it remains the only 
one. Although momentarily ef- 
fective, this kind of discipline 
only too often produces a seared, 
child or a_ bitter, 
hostile one. The child who is 


submissive 


paddled or deprived of something 
he wants hasn't learned anything 
new. As far as he is concerned, 
your 


rules are arbitrary and 


senseless. He's sorry for being 
caught, not for what he has done. 

In recent years the emphasis 
has shifted to psychological 
punishment—we “shame” our 
children, we compare them un- 
favorably with others, we let 
them think we won't love them if 
they don't come up to our stand- 
ards. This is actually crueler than 
a sound spanking. Your child 
needs to be sure of your love more 
than anything else in the world. 
If he is continually punished by 
coldness and disapproval, he'll 
grow up to equate love with suc- 
cess, will never feel sure of him- 
self or anything else. He'll lose 


the most essential component of - 


a healthy personality—a sense of 
oneself as a normal, acceptable 
human being. 

Purposeful punishment, “mak- 
ing the punishment fit the crime,” 
is the fairest and most effective 
way of dealing out discipline. The 
child learns not only that what 
he is doing is wrong, but also 
why it is wrong. When he knows 
the reason for your rules, he's 
more likely to obey them. The 
boy who has to mop up after 
tracking mud over Mother's just- 
scrubbed kitchen floor will re- 
member to wipe his feet next 
time—and he won't feel he’s been 
treated unjustly.

CLEANING—As a book stands 
upright with its covers thrown 
back (never open covers more 
than is necessary), hold the con- 
tents closed with one hand and 
rub the outside edges with artgum 
or fine sandpaper. 

Clean the inside edges of pages 
with artgum, soap, and a damp 
cloth. Wash only a few pages at 
a time and apply liquid sparing- 
ly. Put wax paper between pages 
as they dry.

Clean ordinary bindings with 
artgum or a piece of cheesecloth 
slightly dampened with clear we 
ter, soap and water to which 
little ammonia has been added 
When covers are dry, shellac o 
lacquer buckram and cloth bing 
ings with a brush or cotton, 

Leather bindings require 4 
special dressing: four parts of 
lanolin (about the consistency of 
lard), warmed slowly until it be 
comes fluid. To this add six parts 
of neat’s foot oil (pure, filtered, 
wholly neutral), mixing the two 
thoroughly. When cool, apply the 
mixture with a flat varnish brush 
or a soft cloth or pad. Let the 
books stand for a few hours or 
overnight until the oil is absorbed.

How to repair books 
at home

When dry, rub with a soft cloth. 
MENDING—First of all, work 
on a pile of old newspapers, dis- 
carding one the moment it be- 
comes sticky. Prepare thin paste 
and use too little rather than too 
much. Press it well into the pores 
of the material to which it is be- 
ing applied. Smooth mended sur- 
faces with a paste cloth. To avoid 
wrinkles, dry under pressure. 
Apply paste with brush, tooth- 
pick or your finger, depending 
on scope of mending job. 

To mend a “feathered” tear, 
apply a little paste on one edge, 
join edges so printing matches; 
place wax paper on both sides of 
tear; close book; and dry under 
weight. Where the edge is very 
narrow, use tissue paper or onion- 
skin to cover the tear. Tear away 
gently when the paste is thor- 
oughly dry. Place wax paper un- 
der a cut or tear with a smooth 
edge and paste over it a strip of 
transparent adhesive tape one- 
quarter-inch wider and longer 
than tear. Dry with book closed. 

To repair “bites” from margins 
or leaves with lost corners use 
paper similar to the original. For 
a new corner have the grain of 
the paper running the same way 
as that in the book, then tear a 
piece a little larger than the miss- 
ing part and with a feathered 
edge, Paste along the uneven 
edge; fit in the new piece; pro- 
tect with wax paper; and dry un- 
der pressure. Trim edges to fit. 
Margins are also mended with 
onionskin. Apply thin paste to a 
strip cut the exact length of the 
margin and place it so the outer 
edges are even. Put a strip on 
each side of a thick page. 

If a book shows looseness in 
the hinges, stand it upright with 
covers back so the cloth is sepa- 
rated a little from the contents. 
With a small, long-handled brush 
or a knitting needle, insert a small 
amount of paste the length of the 
front and back hinges. Close the 
book, press the contents well back 
into the covers, and with a dull- 
edged instrument crease the joints 
on the outside of the book. Dry 
under weight.

Q. Would you please tell me if 

the one-pipe, forced-hot-water 
heating system is capable of good 
service? I am planning to build 
a house and the contractor has 
advised such a system. M. L. K. 


A. Yes, such a system as you 

describe will prove to be 
both excellent and economical. 
It is important that it be prop- 
erly installed if it is to give sat- 
isfactory service. 


Q. We live in a two-year-old 

house of frame construction 
and heated by hot water. One 
room in the house is continuous- 
ly damp and, as a result, the win- 
dow frames have warped and the 
paint peeled. The laundry is di- 
rectly underneath this room and 
that may have some bearing on 
the matter. What can I do to cor- 
rect the situation? Mrs. E. L. T. 


A, It is extremely likely that 

the steam and dampness 
from the laundry are the cause 
of the trouble. I would advise 
that you line the ceiling of the 
laundry with a heavy composi- 
tion board to prevent moisture 
from penetrating the floor above. 
I would further suggest that ade- 
quate ventilation be provided for 
the laundry, even if that entails 
installing an extra window in the 
foundation wall. 


Q. The driveway to our garage 

is composed of plain cinders 
rolled down quite hard and re- 
mains firm in bad weather. I 
would like to know what would 
make a good topping for the 
drive. I do not feel I can afford 
a black-top job or a concrete 
road. What do you suggest for a 
topping? R. E. H. 


A. Marble chips will make an 
excellent topping. They 
grind down well and eventually 
form a hard and smooth surface, 
while they retain their white, 
clean-looking appearance. 


Q. I wonder if you could sug- 

gest an easy-to-make closet 
that we could install in the base- 
ment, a closet large enough to 
accommodate a couple of trunks, 
golf bags, crates of books, and 
accumulated miscellaneous odds 
and ends. My husband and I are 
not particularly mechanically in- 
clined, so the simpler the plan 


the better. Mrs. E. W. P. 


A. I would say an excellent 

idea—and a simple one— 
would be to build the closet un- 
der the cellar stairs. There is 
usually plenty of room there to 
fill your storage needs. Simply 
lay out 2 x 4s on the floor under 
the stair outline and set in up- 
rights from that base to the bot- 
tom of the stair carriage. Then 
sheathe in the frame with plywood 
or some kind of wallboard. A 
door can be hinged and hung on 
one side or at the end as desired. 


Q. What should I do with a 

good brush that was used for 
shellacking, but which was not 
cleaned immediately afterwards? 
It is now hard as a rock. _‘T. G. 


A. Soak the brush in alcohol 

for three or four days and it 
will lose its stiffness. Do not try 
to work it out until it is soft. 


Q. My husband and I are most 

anxious to make a beamed 
ceiling in the den in our home. 
The room is about twelve feet 
square and the walls are paneled. 
Do you think we could do this 
ourselves and, if so, how do we 
go about it? Mrs. B. P. 


A, This is a comparatively sim- 

ple job. Buy lengths of six- 
inch finished wood strip, nail 
them together to make a_ box, 
twelve feet long with just three 
sides—the bottom and the two 
side strips. Set it up against the 
ceiling, open side up, and nail it 
securely up through the plaster 
and into the ceiling joists.

PARENTS, 
WATCH YOUR 
SPEECH 


By HARRIET CRITTENDEN 


Cosine are literal little be- 
ings and for that reason it is im- 
portant that parents say exactly 
what they mean when small ears 
are listening. It is all too easy to 
instill unnecessary fears into 
small children’s minds. Intelli- 
gent mothers realize that they 
should control the display of their 
own nervous fears in front of chil- 
dren. Sometimes, however, they 
forget and give vent to emotional 
figures of speech that children are 
too young to understand. 

One mother in the neighbor- 
hood used this pet expression: 
“I thought I'd die when. . . .” 
She was startled one day when 
her five-year-old son ran into the 
house weeping. “Don’t die, Moth- 
er! Don’t die,” he wailed piti- 
fully. One of his playmates had 
just told him that when a mother 
died she went away and never 
came back. It took a lot of sooth- 
ing explanations to quiet the 
child’s fear. You've heard adults 
use such expressions as: “I'd 
rather cut out my tongue than,” 
“I jumped from the frying pan 
into the fire.” Talking about food 
preferences with words like, “It's 
poison to my stomach,” can make 
a child fear certain foods. 

Overheard in the children’s de- 
partment of a department store 
were these words of a mother to a 
salesclerk: “I just bought Janice 
this dress a few months ago, but 
she’s just bursting out of her 
clothes.” Janice’s small forehead 
creased worriedly: “Mommy, 
when will I burst? Will it hurt?” 
While Mother and salesclerk 
laughed, it wasn’t funny to the 
child who was frightened about 
such a thing actually happening. 

Sometimes such figures of 
speech in front of children may 
not produce actual fear, but they 
can result in acute embarrassment 
for the grownup. One mother 
heard her five-year-old boasting 
to a guest at dinner: “My Moth- 
er cuts people with a knife.” The 
mother recalled that just before 
dinner, she had said to her hus- 
band, in connection with an un- 
pleasant neighbor: “I cut her 
dead.” She explained it to the 
guest rather lamely. 

You can almost certainly think 
of other expressions used in every- 
day speech that children can mis- 
interpret and take to heart. Cen- 
sor them out of your vocabulary 
when “little pitchers” are alert.

= because of the in- 
creased costs of cooks, dishwash- 
ers and other household servants, 
there has been, lately, a mount- 
ing effort to get husbands into 
the kitchen. The idea is sound 
because it brings the household 
more variety in menus — as there 
will be two cooks where there 
was only one. I've been im- 
pressed by the number of men 
I've met who are their own fa- 
vorite cooks and I've managed to 
collect from them a sampling of 
sure-fire recipes for cooks such 
as I. 

VEAL SCALLOPINE ALLA 
LUIGI—Shopping for my family 
one day I became acquainted 
with a man whose business is 
selling meat but whose avocation 
is in his wife’s kitchen. Luigi 
cooks like a chef premier, and 
this method of making veal cut- 
lets is one he is not averse to 
sharing with his gourmet friends. 
I get a pound of tender veal, cut 
thin and flattened by the butcher. 
Alone in the kitchen, I dredge 
the meat in flour liberally sea- 
soned with salt, pepper, and a 
small pinch of orégano. Into a 
skillet then. put one tablespoon 


of butter and two of olive oil. 
Brown the floured veal lightly on 
both sides, then remove to a hot 
platter. Reduce the flame and, 
if necessary, add more olive oil 
to keep the bottom of the skillet 
covered in order to cook slowly 
for five or six minutes one bunch 
of scallions, sliced thin, 44 pound 
of sliced mushrooms, and two 
thin slices of prosciuto (Italian 
ham) which you have chopped 
into small pieces. Then add two 
tablespoons of chopped parsley, 
a little orégano, a dash of grated 
lemon rind, a cup of Marsala 
wine, and 's cup of chicken 
bouillon. Stir this mixture until 
smooth, then return the veal to 
the skillet, spooning the sauce 
over it. Cover and cook slowly 
for 15 minutes. Then turn veal, 
Spoon more sauce over it, cover, 
and cook another 15 minutes.

for ten to 
twelve minutes. 


and add the beef, a few pieces at 
a time. Add more consommé as 
necessary to keep the pan moist. 
The meat should be cooked in 
about 
taste, serve with rice. 

KEDGEREE—This is a variation 
of another Far Eastern dish which 
has become a favorite of many 
Americans. Because it's so sim- 
ple, it’s a great recipe for male 
cooks and I find myself making 
it whenever there is some left- 
over rice in the icebox, To make 
kedgeree, you need about a cup 


five minutes; season to 


of cooked rice, two cups of salm- 
on, tuna, codfish (or almost 
any other cooked fish you like), 
% cup of cream, three or four 
hard-boiled eggs, a chopped 
onion, curry powder, and a table- 
spoon of chopped green pepper. 
Mince the eggs and put all the 
ingredients in a bowl, blending 
thoroughly and seasoning with 
lots of salt, pepper, and curry. 
(Don’t be afraid of curry because

it’s the thing to give it that East 
Indies flavor.) Butter a casserole, 
put in the kedgeree, then sprinkle 
grated cheese generously over the 
top. Bake in a moderate oven 
for about twenty minutes—or, 
without cheese, simmer in a chaf- 
ing dish until onions and green 
pepper are soft. It's fine for a 
party that runs on from the cock- 
tail party into the evening. A 
green salad tops it off. 

SHRIMPS BORDELAISE— 
This is another party dish which 
can be made either in a chafing 
dish or in the kitchen. Either way, 
it’s a foolproof masculine piéce 
de résistance. My French friends 
make it with crayfish, when they 
can get them, but Bernadette, 
who presided over a kitchen I 
shared in Paris’ Arrondissement 
XV1, showed me this way of us- 
ing canned shrimps. 

You need one large can of 
shrimps, a finely chopped onion, 
a shredded carrot, a handful of 
finely chopped chives, another of 
chopped parsley, two teaspoons 
of tomato paste, four tablespoons 
of butter, two tablespoons of 
brandy, and a cup of dry white 
wine. Drain the shrimps and dry 
them. Melt the butter in the pan 
and sauté the onion, carrot and 
chives until the onion is soft, 
shaking the pan frequently. Put 
in the shrimps and as soon as 
they are hot add the brandy and 
touch a lighted match to it. (This 
is terrific for impressionable 
guests.) Add the wine, tomato 
paste, seasoning, then cover the 
pan, cooking over a high flame 
for about ten minutes. Remove 
the shrimps one by one to a hot 
platter, then let the sauce re- 
maining in the pan boil down to 
half its original quantity. Add 
butter to blend with the sauce, 
then pour over the shrimps, gar- 
nishing with chopped parsley. 
Serve with garlic bread, and eat 
with your fingers.

EF. those long winter evenings 
here is some music that should 
add warmth to your home. The 
items listed here include some of 
the world’s masierpieces as well 
as the lighter favorites.

events in the world of ree 


LP versions of Beethoven's monu- 
mental Ninth Symphony. One is 
the RCA-Victor recording by the 
NBC Symphony Orchestra under 
Arturo Toscanini; the other is a 
Westminster release by the Or- 
chestra of the Vienna State Opera, 
Hermann Scherchen conducting. 
Each version has advantage 
over the other in certain respects. 
The first movement, in Scherchen's 
hands, emerges as a thoughtful, 
Toseanini 
makes it an exciting. thrilling ex- 


philosophical essay. 


perience such as I have never 
heard before. Toscanini’s faster 
tempo gives the second movement 
a scherzolike quality; Scherchen 
makes of it something more seri- 
ous, thereby bringing out the sar- 
donic quality of its humor. Sur- 
prisingly, the “bite” of the famous 
rhythmic drumbeats is far more 
incisive in Scherchen’s version 
than in Toseanini’s. 

Toseanini’s slow movement is 
beautifully tender and clear, but 
suffers in comparison with Scher- 
chen’s, which is warmly expres- 
sive and songlike. Toscanini in- 
vests the final movement with his 
familiar “drive.” as a result of 
which the Ode to Joy conveys a 
true feeling of exultation. Scher- 
chen is slower and follows the let- 
ter of score so exactly that the 
same sense of line is occasionally 
lost, at least to ears accustomed 
to a “tighter” performance. De- 
spite the presence of “big name” 
soloists in the RCA-Victor ver- 
sion, Westminster's soloists stand 
up as well in the over-all picture. 


Toseanini’s chorus is better able 
to cope with the technical difh 
culties of Beethoven's fiendishly 


taxing music; Scherchen’s sounds 
as if it really understood every 
word it sings, despite some tech 
nical shortcomings. Although his 
tempo is generally slower through- 
out the movement, Scherchen 
brings the work to as thrilling a 
close as I have ever heard. 

As for the recordings, RCA- 
Victor's is perfectly adequate, but 
pales in comparison with West- 
minster’s, which is truly outstand- 
ing for its fidelity of sound. Listen- 
ing to the RCA-Victor version you 
have the feeling of sitting in the 
baleony of a large concert hall 
everything is well balanced but 
distant. In the Westminster ver- 
sion you are down front in the or- 
chestra, with a sense of being 
close to the performers, but with 
the occasional lack of balance that 
results from such closeness. 

I wish I was able to report the 
definite superiority of one version 
over the other but, as you can see, 
the final choice is a matter of in- 
dividual preference. However, you 
cannot go wrong with either set. 
(I can't help wondering what the 
results would be if the best fea- 
tures of both versions could be 
combined!) As an added bonus, 
both sets include Beethoven's First 
Symphony on the fourth side; 
Toseanini’s in a typically “power- 
ful” reading, Scherchen’s in a 
more relaxed vein. 

Coming down from the Olym- 
pian heights, I'd like to recom- 
mend a few records for your light- 
er moments on these evenings. 
Highlights from the musical hit, 
The King and I, are included on 
a ten-inch disc issued by Reming- 
ton with performances by Frank 
Chacksfield and his Orchestra, 
with Elizabeth Humphries and 
Lucille Graham. The numbers in-

Young Lovers, and Getting to 
Know You, among others. They 
are all nicely performed and well 
recorded, and have the advantage 
of being easy on the pocketbook, 
However, it might be advisable to 
be wary of the durability of ree- 
ords produced so inexpensively, 

For some really restful music 

all of it familiar—I'd suggest 
you try the ten-inch Columbia dise 
called Music For Meditation, 
played on the organ of the River- 
side Church in New York City, 
Virgil Fox performs such popular 
favorites as Handel's Largo, The 
Lost Chord, by Sullivan, and the 
familiar Goin’ Home melody, 
known as the Largo from Dvorak's 
New World Symphony. Columbia 
has done a fine job of capturing 
the sound of the organ. 

Two melodious works by Grieg 
have been issued by Decca on an- 
other ten-inch dise. They are the 
Triumphal March from Sigurd 
Jorsalfar and Wedding Day at 
Troldhaugen. Both are adequate- 
ly recorded, in performances by 
the Bavarian Symphony Orches- 
tra under Kurt Graunke. But sure- 
ly Decca could have included a 
few more selections, since a ten- 
inch dise can easily hold more 
than seven-and-a-half minutes of 
music on each side. 

Some very attractive 20th Cen- 
tury Music for the Guitar has 
been excellently recorded on a 
twelve-inch Philharmonia record, 
in skillful performances by Rey 
de la Torre. 

May a critic be permitted to re- 
vise an opinion? Last month. in 
discussing the Columbia record- 
ing of Tchaikowsky’s Pathétique 
Symphony 1 expressed the wish 
that Eugene Ormandy “might 
have taken the March movement 
a shade faster.” I listened to the 
record several times since then, 
and decided that the tempo was 
right. In all fairness, I cannot re- 
frain from reporting that fact.
